Tri-Town Selectmen's Meeting 

December 16, 2004

The Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester Boards 
of Selectmen met jointly in the Mattapoisett Town Hall on 
Thursday, December 16 at 6:03 pm. Present from 
Mattapoisett were Selectmen Chairman Raymond 
Andrews, Selectman Stephen Lombard, Selectman Jordan 
Collyer, and Town Administrator Michael Botefho. 
Present from Marion were Selectmen Chairman David 
Pierce, Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, and Town Administra- 
tor Jack Dolan. Present from Rochester were Selectmen 
Chairman Gary Laboa, Selectman Bradford Morse, 
Selectman Richard Nimes, and Town Administrator James 
Himtoon. Marion Selectman Jonathan Henry was not 
present for the meeting. 

The joint town officials first met with ORR School 
Superintendent Dr. William Cooper as a followup to a 
recent meeting he had with Selectman Andrews and 
Selectman Jeffrey to address concerns over the hotly- 
debated ORR bus fees. 

"This hopefully will enable us to get the public to 
imderstand that the Boards of Selectmen really have no 
fiduciary responsibility on the day-to-day operations of 
the schools — that is the responsibility of the elected 
school committees," Selectman Andrews said.

Dr. Cooper noted that although the ORR School 
District recently received a $32,000 state grant, the amount 
wouldn't cover the shortfall in their existing transporta- 
tion line item. 

"The $70,000 that we built into this budget as a 
revenue offset from fees, was not covered by the increased 
regional school transportation," Dr. Cooper said. "We 
started with a budget for ORR at $475,000 for transporta- 
tion and we anticipated aid would be $175,000. That was 
the budget that was voted." 

After having bid the transportation contracts out 
twice — in an effort to save money by soliciting separate 
bids for each of the three towns in the district — Dr. 
Cooper said escalating fuel costs drove up the bids.

"Believe me, we wanted to (not charge transpor- 
tation fees)," Dr. Cooper said. "I know it's been difficult 
for (Selectmen) because they come in and put it on your 
table. In the end, we're responsible for submitting a 
balanced budget." 

Dr. Cooper also noted the financial outlook for the 
district doesn't seem to be any more promising for Fiscal 
Year 2006. "What I'm hearing about is the $700,000 
structural defect in the Massachusetts Fiscal '06 tax 
picture," he said. "The Board of Education is only asking 
for level-funding of education ... that means less for 
communities like (us)." 

Dr. Cooper said he hopes to continue working 
with local School Committees and Finance Committees on 
the budget process so they can meet the schools' needs 
without sacrificing academic or extracurricular programs. 
"You can see from the adventures and misadventures 
we've had with Latin, the bus fees, sports fees, and so on 
... (that) the state is not helping us a great deal," he said. 
"How much longer are we going to be able to support 
sports and music? I think we're fast-approaching the time 
where we either make some cuts that are going to be 
unpopular, or we (lose) some people. I hope that doesn't 
happen in Fiscal '06. But looking over the next four years, 
I can't see that we won't be there." 

Dr. Cooper also addressed the issue of rising 
personnel costs and union contracts, adding that compen- 
sation in the ORR School District is pretty much on par 
with other school departments in the state. "Yes, it does 
vary a bit, town to town," he said. "But it really isn't so 
radically different. One contract may be a little bit better, 
but the difference is really not that great between 
Bridgewater and, say. Old Rochester Those are the costs. 
The runaway costs here are the medical insurance and I'm 
very fearful of the utilities and the water usage." 

"It's really unfortunate that you weren't there at

that first (Tri-Town Selectmen's) meeting," Selectman 
Lombard said. "Our problem at that meeting was the 
timeliness of it. The notices had gone out and (the fees) 
were due a week or two after it went out. At that meeting 
there were suggestions made that we don't want you to 
attach fees. That was our first go-round at this. We had a 
lot of residents who attended who were exasperated by 
(the bus fees). These were some of the things that came 
across to us." 

"I think the flavor of the first (Tri-Town 
Selectmen's) meeting was there was a feeling of frustra- 
tion financially that taxpayers are really getting 
stretched," added Selectman Pierce. 

"If we had this to do over, we would have done a 
lot differently," Dr. Cooper agreed. "It probably would 
have been better to (charge) the (transportation) assess- 
ment and then call it off if it wasn't needed." 

"I would suggest that the three FinComs work 
closely with the School Superintendent (to hone the 
budget)," said Selectman Jeffrey. "The FinComs in all 
three towns pretty much know what's going on. I think 
what we forget is ... how much of our resources go to the 
schools." 

"Schools are the biggest part of our budget," 
agreed Selectman Laboa. "When we're doing our budget 
in (Rochester), it's basically 'this is what the schools need' 
and we level-fund everything else." 

Selectman Andrews also noted that in his recent

meeting with Dr. Cooper they discussed the possibility of 
the ORR School District adopting the so-called "European 
model" for extracurricular activities in the schools — 
meaning that non-academic programs like sports, music 
and the arts would be funded through user fees. "I think 
we all want to see the athletic programs, the music 
programs, the art programs remain," Selectman Andrews 
said. 

Another possible source for added revenue 
would be the potential acceptance of some seven 
Acushnet students to ORR High School. "One of the 
things we're looking it is gaining additional revenue to 
add another staff member," Dr. Cooper said. "We're 
talking about seven students ... (paying) in excess of 
$9,000 per student. That would allow us to hire a social 
studies teacher." 

The Selectmen next met with Reg Foster of the 
Marion Cable Advisory Committee who was pleased to 
report that after two years of negotiations with Comcast 
Cable, both Marion and Mattapoisett have settled on a 
new 10-year contract with the cable provider, including 



Rabbit Diet 

My pet rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, 
overgrown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the 
stomach. 

What should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a 
diet of timothy bay and other grass hays. Avoid alfalfa as it has too 
much calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this 
hay as she wants. 
What about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceberg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
but introduce them gradually. Give the rabbit a small piece of a 
vegetable such as brocoUi. You can double the amount given on 
each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 
Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most 
other foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetable that are slowly 
introduced and some pellets.

provisions to set up the tri-town's Public, Education and 
Government (PEG) Access operations in the ORR High 
School television studio. 

"Comcast submitted a proposal last spring to shut 
down the Marion (studio) and both towns replied with 
similar RFPs ... to take advantage of the opportunity," Mr. 
Foster said. "We felt Comcast should take the funds 
they've been using to support the Marion studio and 
provide that to the towns and we would follow the path 
that has been blazed by almost 70 communities here in 
Massachusetts to establish a Public Access Corporation." 

Some of the key highlights of the 10-year Comcast 
contract, according to Mr. Foster: 

• The towns will assume responsibility for Public, 
Education and Government (PEG) Access channels and 
each town will have three PEG channels added to the 
basic cable tier; 

• Comcast will provide 4.5 percent of their gross 
annual revenues (an estimated $62,000 a year from 
Marion and $77,000 a year from Mattapoisett for $1.4 
million over ten years) to operate the PEG Access Studio 
at ORR High School; 

• Comcast will sell all the existing equipment at 
their existing facility on Route 6 in Marion to the towns 
for $1 and will transport the equipment to the ORR High 
School studio; and 

• Comcast will allow Rochester to reopen their 
contract to opt in to the tri-town PEG Access with the

same provisions. 

Mr. Foster said the Marion studio is targeted to be 
shutdown by March 1, 2005, so the transfer of equipment 
to ORR and the planned switchover should take place on 
or before that date. 

"We are so far ahead of other communities our 
size," Mr. Foster said. "Wareham, for example, is facing all 
the same issues but they don't have a facility like (ORR). 
We hope this will become the center of our new PEG 
effort." 

With that, both Mattapoisett and Marion officials 
unanimously voted to adopt the new 10-year contract 
with Comcast Cable, and Rochester officials made a 
commitment to reopen their contract to opt into the tri- 
town PEG Access Studio at a later date. 

In other matters: 

• Both Mattapoisett and Marion Selectmen voted 
to disaffiliate themselves from the Plymouth County 
Insurance Plan and join the Gateway Health Insurance 
Plan, effective January 1, 2005. According to Mattapoisett 
Town Administrator Mike Botelho and Marion Town 
Administrator Jack Dolan, who both researched the 
potential cost savings, this would bring the towns' health 
insurance rates down to about seven percent from their 
current 15 percent. 

• The Mattapoisett Wind Power Committee is 
"breezing right along" according to Selectman Jordan 
Collyer. During their recent two-hour meeting they 
discussed making ORR High School a "primary load" site 
for wind power generation and they are planning a 
"Wind 101" information session for all three towns. Their 
next meeting is slated for Monday, December 27. 

• Steve Smith of the Southeast Regional Planning 
and Economic Development District (SRPEDD) has 
agreed to attend the next Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting to 
discuss administering the Tri-Town Planner's position at

The board first approved the minutes of the 
December 7 meeting (Regular and Executive Sessions) 
and then voted to sign and endorse the "Principle State- 
ment for Safety of Buzzards Bay" which has been drafted 
in response to the Bouchard oil spill incident last year.

rate for both property categories for the next fiscal year. 

"Remembering from last year when we did some 
calculations, the residential came down to about 19 cents 
per $1,000 ... we don't have enough (commercial) property 
to justify a separate tax rate ... (so) we just recommend 
that you maintain a single tax rate for 2005," Assessor 
Michael O'Brien said. Although the tax rate hasn't been 
certified yet, it will be "less than $10 per $1,000," he said. 

The Selectmen unanimously voted to adopt a 
factor of "one," thereby keeping a single tax rate for both 
residential and commercial property in town. 

Selectman Lombard was pleased to learn the tax 
rate had dropped from the previous year and much of 
that could be attributed to the addition of The Bay Club 
development in town, which has brought in additional 
revenue without relying on "the strip malls" that line 
Route 6 in Fairhaven. 

"What's good about it is people should see some 
drop in their tax bills," he said. 

At 7:13 pm the board met with John DeMello of 
the Conservation Commission (ConCom) to discuss a 
recommendation to institute a new schedule of "Conser- 
vation Service Fees" for the town. Mr. DeMello said these 
fees would be in line with other area towns and would be 
used to offset the hiring of a Conservation Agent. 

"These fees will go into the general fimd and not 
be used exclusively for conservation purposes," Mr. 
DeMello said. "You can go with any fees you want, you 
don't have to adopt the fees we've recommended. We just

of the town's annual budget, Mr. Botelho said, or $1.4 
million this year alone. "It's a big bite for us," he said. 

Although Mattapoisett and Marion have already 
voted to abandon the Plymouth Coimty Health Insurance 
provider and opt into the Gateway Plan, they are still 
awaiting like decisions from Carver, Lakeville, and the 
Southeastern Regional Technical High School in Easton, 
MA. 

"Obviously, your vote won't become effective 
unless at least two of the (other) entities opt in," Mr. 
Botelho said. 

Under notices. Chairman Andrews cited: 

• The next regular Selectmen's meeting will be 
held on Tuesday, January 4, 2005 at 7:00 pm in the Town 
Hall. 

• The next Elementary School Building Commit- 
tee meeting would be Monday, February 10, 2005 at 4:30 
pm in the Center School Conference Room.

of their status as "accepted" public ways. 

"The Planning Board considered not signing off 
on the certificate of completion ... but (the developer) was 
completed and had done everything," Mr. Kimz said of 
Paradise Meadows.

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Four Play

Closer. Starring Jude Law, Natalie Portman, Julia 
Roberts, and Clive Owen. Directedby Mike Nichols. 
Running time: 100 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

When Mike Nichols made his early trilogy of marital-discord 
films — Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf?, The Graduate, and Carnal 
Knowledge — he was in his late thirties, and had probably been 
through a few battles of the sexes himself. Nichols' latest. Closer, 
finds him at age 73 and a bit gentler, even if the source material — 
Patrick Marber's play of the same name — is harsher and more 
profane than anything Nichols has directed to date. Nichols has 
had a bumpy couple of decades; for every Primary Colors or The 
Birdcage, there's a What Planet Are You From? or Regarding Henry. 
But this eternally inconsistent director has been working on HBO 
lately, helming the acclaimed Wit and Angels in America, and Closer 
is like one of those films — it's only as good as its cast. Fortunately, 
it's a good cast. 

rhe movie spans something like four years in the lives of four 
people — two men, two women — who engage in various pairings 
designed to strip the characters to their cores. At the start, obituary 
writer Dan (Jude Law) spots radiant stripper Alice (Natalie Portman) 
on a London street; she is struck by a taxi, he whisks her to the 
hospital, and, presumably, a relationship is born. No sooner do we 
process that information than we leap forward, without warning 
or notation, to a period when Dan and Alice have been together for 
a while; he has now written a book, and is looking for someone else. 
He finds Anna (Julia Roberts), a photographer who takes his book- 
jacket photo. They kiss; she backs away; he can't stop thinking 
about her. 

Obsessed with Anna, Dan arranges for her to meet a doctor 
named Larry (Clive Owen); the method by which Dan does this is 
best left for the non-prudish viewer to discover. Anna and Larry 
actually hit it off, and — again, somewhere outside the movie's 
margins — they get married. But now Anna is obsessed with Dan. 
And Dan is about to inform Alice that he's in love with Anna. Poor 
Larry, drawn into this by deception to begin with, can only fume 
and despair, and Alice takes off into the night. There's more, but it 
doesn't really matter. This isn't actually reality — it's an actors'- 
scene reality. Each of the four players gets a Great Scene, with Clive 
Owen having a clear edge in two moments when he lets us see the 



former working-class tough inside the domesticated doctor Larry. 

Anyone expecting more than that — or led to expect more than 
that from the film's raft of award nominations and critical bou- 
quets — is likely to be disappointed. Closer is what I'd comfortably 
refer to as a "piece." Aside from a clever ceiling view of Larry and 
Alice facing each other in the champagne room of a strip club, as 
filmmaking the movie is rather flat. Nichols isn't terribly interested 
in razzle-dazzle here, and indeed, compared to his other recent 
feature films. Closer has a scrappy independent look and feel. He 
gives the actors space to seethe at each other. Roberts, looking 
freeze-dried in her character's self -disgust, closes her features off 
from the camera but has enough natural charisma to get the 
audience to lean forward and come to her. Portman sells a couple 
of heartbroken speeches, and is effective as the most mystifymg 
character, a self-described "waif" who seems to exist only to bring 
out the protective streak in men. (And women, too — an early, 
quiet confrontation between Alice and Anna is played with subtlety 
and precision.) The men are fools, led by the nose and libido (and 
insecurity) away from common sense, and Jude Law shows us the 
cracks in Dan's armor, never thick to begin with, while Clive Owen 
drags Larry through degradation and bitter triumph. 

These people are essentially abstract — theatrical constructs 
created to make friction. The characters are always confronting one 
another and demanding honesty, then sorely regretting the de- 
mand when it's fulfilled. For whatever reason, the movie skips the 
play's tragic final-scene revelation about one of the characters, 
turning it into a harmless "meet cute" earlier in the film. Anyone 
telling you Closer dispenses stark wisdom about life and love is a 
bit too easily impressed by the rare movie in which grown-ups 
actually have conversations instead of blowing each other up. But 
the movie is softened by Mike Nichols' affection for the characters 
— or, rather, their dramatically abrasive potential.

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You Drink & Drive - You Lose mobilizations in 
Massachusetts and across the nation have resulted in 
notable reductions in impaired driving. The percentage of 
alcohol-related fatalities in Massachusetts dropped from 
49 percent in 2002 to 45 percent in 2003, while during the 
same time the national rate dropped from 41 percent to 40 
percent. Despite this progress, in 2003 there were 17,013 
alcohol-related fatalities nationwide with 207 of these in 
Massachusetts. 

In 2002, nearly 16,000 people were arrested for 
impaired driving in Massachusetts. There were between 
100,000 and 110,000 Massachusetts licensed drivers with 
one prior Operating Under the Influence (OUI) arrest on 
their record and approximately 30,000 to 40,000 had two 
or more OUI arrests. 

The Rochester Police Department offers the 
following safety tips to reduce the risk of impaired 
driving: 

• If you're driving, don't drink or use any drugs 
and be well-rested. 

• Choose a sober designated driver before 
celebrating. 

• Use mass-transit, call a taxicab, or ask a sober 
friend to drive you home. 

• If necessary, spend the night where the event is 
being held. 

• Report suspected impaired drivers to law 
enforcement using 911. 

• Always wear your safety belt — it's your best 
defense against a drtmk driver.

I can envision a quick, curious teaser promo spot bur- 
ied between the countless repeat showings of Chevy 
Chase's Christmas Vacation and the omnipresent A Christ- 
mas Story. It goes something like this: 

Coming in 2005 ... local public, education and government 
access programming like you've never seen before! From the stu- 
dios at Old Rochester Regional High School, prepare to experi- 
ence "Tri-Town TV." It's everything your cable access channels 
should be! 

Lo and behold, such a concept is no longer a dream 
but a reality thanks to the tireless efforts of Reg Foster of 
the Marion Cable Committee and William Solomon, the 
special cable counsel hired to represent Marion and 
Mattapoisett in their recent contract negotiations with 
Comcast. After nearly two years of research, bargaining 
and outright haggling, Mr. Foster came before a joint meet- 
ing of the Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen last week to an- 
nounce that Comcast had agreed to an impressive set of 
provisions over the course of their 10-year renewed con- 
tract with Marion and Mattapoisett. 

Although the cable company will be permanently shut- 
ting down their public access studio on Route 6 in Marion, 
they have agreed to support, fund and facilitate the open- 
ing of a centralized base of operations from the studio lo- 
cated beneath the cafeteria at ORR High School. This new 
state-of-the-art site will eventually become the centralized 
hub for so-called PEG Access for all three towns. PEG (Pub- 
lic, Education and Government) access will provide a sepa- 
rate channel for each t5^e of programming in each town 
— three channels for three towns, if you will. Comcast has 
agreed to sell the bulk of the equipment at the Marion stu- 
dio to the towns and relocate it to ORR for a mere $1 and 
they are also kicking in $250,000 ($125,000 per town) in 
capital support to set up the new ORR PEG Studio. 

What's most impressive about the new agreement, and 
something that is very rare in such negotiations, is that 
Comcast Cable has also agreed to support the centralized 
PEG Studio with a whopping 4.5 percent of their gross 
annual revenues in each town — including commercial 
advertisements which are sold locally. In Marion, that's 
an estimated $62,000 a year, in Mattapoisett it's $77,000 a 
year for a total of $1.4 million over ten years. 

Although Rochester has already renewed their con- 
tract with Comcast, the cable provider has also consented 
to their reopening contract negotiations to opt into the same 
tri-town PEG deal. According to Mr Foster, Rochester's 
contribution would be closer to $30,000 a year, reflecting 
the fewer number of subscribers in the town. 



"We're very pleased with the outcome," Mr. Foster 
said. "We've been really working hard at this for two 
years." 

Speaking from personal experience, I know a little 
about such collaborative education and public access cable 
agreements in my "other life" as Instructor of Television 
Production at Bristol Commimity College (BCC) in Fall 
River. Although the situation at BCC is similar — Fall 
River's public access Community Television channel 
(FRCTV) is housed in the school's sizeable TV Studio and 
the students are given full access to the facilities and equip- 
ment — the city is given a mere token 1 percent of Comcast 
revenues to fund and support FRCTV operations, includ- 
ing a full-time director and two part-time staffers. Granted, 
there are many more cable subscribers in a city the size of 
Fall River, so the bottom line is a lot bigger. But it should 
be noted that 4.5 percent for an upstart PEG Access opera- 
tion is a very generous offer. 

"All three commimities are very lucky to have the 
physical facility at ORR," Mr. Foster said. "That's (money) 
we won't have to come up with." 

Mr. Foster noted that ORR School Superintendent Dr. 
William Cooper and Principal Bruce Clarke have been very 
active supporters of setting up the PEG Access Studio at 
ORR and they hope to have two or three television- or 
video-related electives added to their curriculum starting 
in the fall of 2005. 

"We're very excited about the prospect of adding elec- 
tives," Dr. Cooper said. "One of the things we've been talk- 
ing about here is doing some programming for parents. 
It's sometimes awfully difficult to get parents to come out 
at night for meetings and informational presentations — 
but I think by using cable TV we could reach many more 
of our families." 

Dr. Cooper said he's already received a letter from a 
current student expressing interest in doing a cable access 
sports talk show and it's these t5^e of locally-produced 
programs that will not only benefit the tri-towns but also 
afford students invaluable "hands-on" learning experience. 

Well-deserved kudos are due to negotiator William 
Solomon, along with Reg Foster of the Marion Cable Com- 
mittee, Daniel White of the Mattapoisett Cable Commit- 
tee, and Vincent Ryan of the Rochester Cable Committee 
for their forward thinking and support of this endeavor. I 
think it's just another perfect example of how beneficial it 
can be to pool regional resources. An ORR-based PEG tele- 
vision operation is nothing less than a win-win ... or, more 
precisely, a win-win-win situation for the tri-towns.
